The commissioners had not 
sought such an opinion 
because they felt the problem 
would not arise. 

Commissioner John N. 
Sabo, whose district includes 
Romulus, wi s against the 
contract for a different 
reason. 

"I’m opposed to it because, 
once again, the little people 
are getting stepped on. The 
people themselves don’t want 
it.” 

The Romulus police officers 
are against the contract and 
have a court suit ready 
against the city, charging 
that, by charter, Romulus 
must have a city police force. 

Sabo cited the fact that 
when Romulus was still a 
township, the people had 
approved a proposition calling 
for establishment of a city 
force at the cost of U 2 mills 
per year. 

That millage proposal was 
passed in 1%8 for five years 
and doesn’t expire until 1972. 


The Prosecutor, however, 
did have an opinion on this 
matter.

It’s wise to check 
spending records 


Hamtramck is a small industrial 
community of 27,000 persons. It is distinctive 
for one reason, 

As reported in Newsweek magazine, 
Hamtramck “ is now the most 

improverished city in the nation ...” Its list 
of creditors is long. It owes a power company 
$200,000, a telephone company $23,000 and has 
a list of some 385 other local creditors. 

The city has revenues of only $4.5 mil!'*. it 
has a debt of some $31.5 million, and “The 
city’s budget is such a wreck that v^^i^riy it 
sips several hundred thousand dollars into the 
red, and municipal employees...” go without 
paychecks. 

Local taxes are the highest allowed by the 
state. There is no money for welfare 
programs. Even essential city services are 


collapsing. The city council and the mayor 
have been threatened will jail terms if they 
don’t start balancing the budget and paying 
off the city’s bills. 

Why is Hamtramck in such dire straights? 
The answer is simple. 

According to Newsweek’s report, the 
community has been “bled dry” by patronage 
and petty graft. A local editor says “ . . . that 
everyone stood around the pork barrel taking 
things out, but no one remembered to put 
anything in.” 

With the vision of Hamtramck fresh in 
their minds, voters and taxpayers in other 
communities, and the nation at large, should 
take a second look at the spending records of 
their elected representatives at every level of 
government.

Budget, revenue bills 
top legislative work 


Both the House and Senate 
have, in the past week, cut 
down sharply on time spent in 
floor sessions in order to allow 
committees to work on bills. 

The main push has been for 
the budget and revenue bills 
for the new fiscal year. 

There has been, however, 
action on a number of bills on 
the House Floor. Included was 
approval of an emergency 
supplemental appropriation of 
some $23 million for the 
Department of Social Service. 

A year ago, when the 1970-71 
appropriation for the 
department was approved it 
was thought to be adequate to 
meet welfare needs for the 
year. There was, however, an 
unexpected increase in 
welfare costs due to the slump 
in the economy and other 
reasons. 

At one time the department 
was taking in an additional 
3,500 cases per month. This 
has since leveled off, but the 
overall increase in caseload 
has been staggering.

Senate would require retailers 
who sell beer and soft drinks 
in returnable bottles to 
redeem the bottles. There 
have been numerous 
complaints of stores that are 
refusing to redeem deposit 
bottles. The consumer buys 
his beverages in returnable 
bottles, pays the deposit, then 
finds out the same store will 
not redeem the containers. 

One of the purposes of the 
bill is to provide an easy, 
9'mple way to encourage the 
of returnable bottles. The 
non-returnable bottles and 
cans have become a serious 
litter and pollution problem. 

The bill covers only those 
beverages sold for off-premise 
consumption and requires the 
retailer only to redeem bottles 
of the same brand that he 
sells. 

Also approved in the House 
is a measure which would 
permit unemployment 
compensation checks to be 
mailed to unemployed 
workers. It was felt that there 
is no good reason why the 
worker, who is off the job 
through no fault of his own, 
should have to go to the 
unemployment office and 
often wait for considerable 
time to obtain the check he is 
legally entitled to receive. 

My House-approved bill to 
license and regulate refuse 
and garbage management 
systems recently was 
reported out by the Senate 
Clommerce Committee. This 
puts it in line for Senate 
debate and vote. 

This bill would give us 
better controls over the 
collection, hauling and 
disposal of solid wastes. This 
has become an increasingly 
serious problem, particularly 
in our urban areas.

About that 
‘Demise ’

With today’s disclosure by George Bell, principal of Wayne 
Memorial High School about the intentions of that school to 
continue a search for league affiliation rather than tie its 
w'agon to a falling star, one suspects that the demise of the 
controversy Mid-Wayne Conference is near. 

There has been trouble - racial trouble in the league. 

Few' school officials wish to discuss the racial issues, 
hoping that it w'ill apparently dissolve some day. 

Maybe. I doubt it. 

Riverview left the Mid-Wayne because its students had 
problems with those at Dearborn Heights Robichaud. Of 
course, this isn’t what Riverview said when it left. 

Garden City East has had its share of problems with 
Inkster and also Robichaud, but school officials refused 
openly to comment - either way - on the subject. 

Wayne Memorial’s mtentions of “leaving” the Mid-Wayne 
Conference before officially playing one game undoubtedly 
will have its ramifications upon the league and area. 

Though some will speculate that race was a question, it is 
very doubtful. Wayne had better relationships with Ypsilanti 
teams, w'hich has a large Negro student population than it did 
with Dearborn, a solid white school. 

The arguments that Bell presented in his letter (published 
in part in today’s edition) to Benjamin McClain, past- 
principal of Robichaud High School and president of the Mid- 
Wayne Conference, are legitimate ones. 

Bell must seek the best for his students. 

Mid-Wayne Failed its Students 

It was obvious that the Mid-Wayne had little, if anything, to offer 
Wayne High Athletes. Wayne, a state power in wrestling for 
the last three years at least, was entering a league that had 
nothing to offer in that sport. 

The league also had little to offer in the way of golf, tennis, 
swimming (except maybe for Annapolis High, which is a ‘ 
state ranked team) or girls’ sports. 

The Mid-Wayne is a loosely operated conference with no 
constitution and therefore no means to resolving problems 
w'hich occur among the league members. . 

It doesn’t surprise me that Wayne decided to do an abrupt 
abouf face. 

What does surprise me is the Mid-Wayne. 

This may all seem to be a slap at the Mid-Wayne Con¬ 
ference schools - and in a way it is. I have been around these 
parts for more than a decade and have watched a good, 
healthy league crumble because school officials and students 
failed to work together to bring about racial harmony. 

And, believe me. it is basically a question of race. 

No one wants to play in a ‘hot-bed’ of racial tension. 

That was the ‘old’ Mid-Wayne. 

I fear not only will we soon see the demise of the Mid- 
Wayne Conference, but of the state high school athletics 
program as we have known it. 

Another Philosophy of Life 

I must share my telephone conversations with you, 
especially the one I had last night with Mrs. Sonja Aspesi, of 
Canton Township. 

If the name doesn’t ring a bell, then let’s turn back the 
pages a couple of weeks. You recall those buffalos that were 
slaughtered on our highways a few weeks ago, don’t you? The 
ones that were spooked for some unknown reason and later 
struck down by vehicles? 

Well, the animals belonged to the Aspesi family, and Mrs. 
Aspesi called last night, and since I’m the lone night 
watchman, among other things, we started a conversation, 
having nothing better to do. 

Mrs. Aspesi, a registered nurse at Garden City (Osteopathic 
Hospital and the mother of four small children, related that 
she didn’t know how the animals got out of their corral, but 
she theorizes that they must have been restless after being 
pent up during their trip to Michigan.

There’s a “hold” on Wayne 
Memorial’s membership in 
the Mid-Wayne Conference. 
And it was placed there by 
George Bell, principal of the 
high school. 

Wayne, which was left 
without league affiliation after 
the demise of the Sauk Trail in 
June, has had second thoughts 
about joining the Mid-Wayne, 
a league in which the Zebras 
voiced intentions to become 
members this fall. 

In a letter to Banjamin 
McClain, president of the Mid- 
Wayne Activities Association, 
Bell stated, in part, “On 
behalf of the Wayne Memorial 
High School I hereby put a 
“hold” on our request to be 
admitted to that league as a 
full-fledged member in 
September, 1971. Naturally we 
plan to honor all contracts 
which are signed to this point 
but do not expect to create any 
more agreements until this 
picture is clarified.” 

Bell pointed out that the 
departure from the league of 
Garden City East and 
Riverview left a void in 
scheduling and competition. 

“The league as it now stands 
with six teams leaves us with 
a real shortage of competitors 
in some of our major sports,” 
wrote Bell. “For instance, 
Wayne Memorial was rated in 
the state in wrestling last year 
but, in our surviving members 
of the league, wrestling exists 
in three other schools. 

“In the area of golf one 
other member school of the 
survivors will be able to 
furnish any competition for us 
and in swimming only three 
other members will 
participate. This means a 
major portion of my athletic 
program is without 
competition throughout most 
of the surviving schools in the 
Mid-Wayne League. 


The Mid-Wayne showed 
signs of crumbling a year-and- 
half ago when Riverview 
announced it was leaving the 
league because of problems 
with member schools. 

Though it refused to come 
right out and express those 
“problems” as racial, 
Riverview’s departure left the 
league with six members. 
However, Garden City East 
earlier last month announced 
its plans of leaving and joining 
the Northwest Suburban. 

East’s departure leaves the 
number of “old members” at 
five - Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud and Annapolis, 
Inkster, Detroit Lutheran 


West, and Taylor Center. 

Whether Wayne Memorial 
will be an independent playing 
out its contractual games with 
the Mid-Wayne teams or 
competing for the titles in that 
league next year. Bell was 
unable to say yesterday.

The imagination of Roald 
Dahl is as unlimited as the 
horizons of the mind. Authors 
are not usually accused of 
suffering fro man » overdose of 
ima^nation, but any film 
which bills itself as 
scrumdidilyumptious, as does 
‘‘Willj^ Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory” is open to 
such attack. , 

Despite Dahl’s locale, 
“Willy Wonka” avoids the 
most obvious trap and escapes 
of surfeit of sugar.

would make a Disney artist 
jealous, but Willy’s sugar 
flow'.ers have all too real 
thorns and there is just a trace 
of a Kafka nightmare amid its 
splendors. 

“Willy Wonka” may be for 
kindergartners but -- with 
such tidbits as a lad drowning 
in chocolate and a girl sucked 
off to a furnace -- for mature 
kindergartners only. 

Willy, in the person of elfin 
Gene Wilder, closed his 
chocolate factory years ago 
because rivals were spying on 
him and has been running it 
with the help of little 
vegetable-like creatures 
called Oompa-Loompas. 

Now he has hidden five 
golden tickets in candy bars 
and the finders are to tour his 
factory and receive a life time 
supply of chocolate the news 
sets off the biggest candy hunt 
in the history of the world. 
Men are kidnapped for their 
candy bars, while a gambler 
counterfeits a ticket. 

The winners are not the 
choicest of tots and all find their 
downfall in Willy’s factory, 
tripped up by their own vices. 
There is a spoiled, rich brat ; a 
brash gum-chewer; a flat and 
greedy glutton and a 
television addict. And also 
there is Charlie, engagingly 
played by Peter Ostrum, who 
makes the tour with his 
lovable ol’ Grandpa Joe, 
lovably played by Jack 
Albertson. 

If “Willy Wonka” is just one 
degree away from what it 
could be, it is because of a lack 
of subtlety. Charlie’s poverty 
is satirized with a home in 


which his four grandparents 
are perpetual occupants of one 
bed. Dahl’s idea of humor is to 
drop shoes in a vat of candy to 
“give it a kick.” 

Periodically, such heavy 
notions thud through the 
picture breaking the spell. 
And, thanks to a drawn-out 
examination of the search for 
the tickets, the picture is half 
over before we ever enter the 
factory. 

Yet if “Willy Wonka” 
misses, it isn’t by much. 
Harper Goth’s sets are the 
most visually splendid since 
Dorothy landed in Oz and if 
Dahl’s lecture on the 
advisability of manners is 
somewhat .Teutonic, 
particularly in the martial 
song of the Oompa-Loompas, 
there are still enough pleasant 
stimuli for eye and ear to 
make the trip worthwhile. 

The Leslie Bricusse- 
Anthony Newley score is 
mostly utilitarian, but 
Wilder’s number on 
imagination deserves 
recording. Director Mel 
Stuart juggles several 
elements which threaten to 
get out of hand reasonably 
well. 

“Willy Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory” is sort of 
like Walt Disney with a ruler 
in his hand.

Road commission ok’s 
parking plan for Metro 


The Wayne County Road Commission has 
approved a concept that will provide more 
than 2,000 additional decked parking spaces 
at Detroit Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport . 

Aji agreement was reached with the Detroit 
firm of Markward & Karafilis for die 
construction of a four level horizontal design 
unit with one-way entrance and exit ramps at 
a cost of $3,978,000. 

The selection of the firm was made on the 
basis of sealed proposals submitted by three 
firms who were low bidders on the recently 
completed Wayne State University Parking 
Structure. The concept was engineered by 
Giffels Associates, Inc., consultant, retained 
by Markward & Karafilis. 

Michael Berry, chairman of the Board of 
Road Commissioners, said the Markward & 
Karafilis proposal was the best of the three 
considered because it tied most easily into 
existing parking facilities according to staff 
analysis. There is also a savings of time and 
money, he said. Berry’s comment was 
concurred in by his fellow commissioners, 
FYeddie G. Burton and Philip J. Neudeck, 
who authorized Road Commission staff to 
finalize a contract. 

“I understand that this is quite a bargain in 
construction costs,” said Berry. “We are 
building spaces for about $2,000 each. A 
United Airlines representative told me that 
recently constructed decked parking at 
Chicago and Seattle airports cost about $5,000 
per space.” 


James M. Davey, managing director of the 
Road Commission, said that terminal 
construction needs had reduced the originally 
budgeted $6,400,000 parking structure 
estimate by $2,400,000 to approximately $4 
million. 

“In order to build the necessary spaces 
within our budget and within the shortest 
period of time, the board selected the design- 
build approach” said Davey. “We received 
three sealed proposals from the three firms 
who submitted the lowest proposals for 
building the Wayne State University parking 
deck and reviewed their ideas,” he added. 

Davey said the design selected was the 
most compatable with existing Metro 
facilities and would make space available 
around December when the winter vacation 
peak parking would begin. 

He added that the operating airlines at 
Metro had been fully advised on the 
transaction and had endorsed it with 
enthusiasm. The money for the project comes 
from the current $69 million Airport Revenue 
Bond Program and no general tax funds are 
involved. 

Included in the current pro^am are 
improved baggage handling facilities at both 
terminals, roadway and power house work 
and an international terminal. 

Thomas P. O’Rouke, chairman of the 
Transportation Committee of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners, supported 
the plan. “The economics of the situation 
makes this appear to be the best approach,” 
he said.

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Auditors estimate cost 
of jail improvements 


Already facing a budget 
deficit, Wayne County’s Board 
of Commissioners has been 
given a $3.8 million price tag 
for jail improvements 
proposed as immediate steps 
to meet the dictates of a three- 
judge Circuit Court panel. 

The commissioners were 
given the cost estimate by 
the County Board of Auditors 
while meeting as the Ways 
and Means Committee June 
24. 

The proposed jail 
improvements were referred 
to the commisyoner’s Law 
Enforcement and Public 
Safety Committee for analysis 
and recommendations. 

The three-judge panel, in 
the ruling issued May 18, 
ordered that plans for a 
number of improvements be 
submitted to them within 30 
days. 

The proposals bearing the 
$3.8 million cost estimate were 
prepared by Sheriff William 
Lucas and Buildings Sup. 
Edward J. Bresnahan lo meet 
that stipulation.

FitzPatrick, chairman of the 
Board of Commissioners, met 
with the three judges prior to 
the Ways and Means 
Committee meeting and

explaind that the board had 
not had time to conside’ 
the proposed improvements. 

The judges extended their 
deadline to July 26. The panel 
consists of Judges Victor J. 
Baum, Richard M. Maher and 
John D. O’Hair. 

The Lucas proposal calls for 
the addition of 79 employees 
and building renovations to 
expand the medical, 
psychiatric and drug 
treatment programs and to 
increase the force of deputies 
at the jail. 


In line with the court 
directive that recreation 
facilities be provided, 
Bresnahan submitted a plan 
for constructioa of a 
recreation area over the 
present parking area at the 
jail. 

The Auditors estimated the 
cost of the Lucas package at 
$1,414,000 and the Bresnahan 
plan at $2,444,500 for a total 
cost of $3,858,500. They 
expressed “reservations” 
about the number of positions 


requested by Lucas. 

It was pointed out at the 
Ways and Means meeting that 
the county commissioners 
took steps to improve jail 
< conditions before the court 
judgment was handed dcwn. 
They have ordered a $1.5 
million renovation of the 
plumbing, electrical system 
and ventilation; requested 
plans for a 500 -prisoner ja 1 
annex; and increased the jail 
operating budget from $3.2 
million to $4.2 million within 
the last two years.

Our senior citizens - men and women over 65 years of age - 
spend about five times as much for prescribed medicines as 
young people aged 15 to 24 years. This was the conclusion of a 
study of 134,000 persons done by the National Center for 
Health Statistics. 

The study found that the largest part of the average of 
$41.40 spent by oldsters was $7.10 for treatment of high blood 
pressure. This was followed by $5.70 for treatment of heart 
conditions. 

Women spent more for prescription drugs on the average, 
$46.70, than men, whose average was around $34.70. And 
women spent more on treatment of high blood pressure and 
heart disease than men did. 

As for nonprescription drugs, the elderly, men and women 
alike, spent the most for aspirins and vitamins.

having this trouble 
occasionally,” Gross points 
out. “About 70 percent of the 
household product 
manfuacturers ancl about half 
the food manufacturers 
reported the same.’’ 

Gross believes the answer to 
controls suitable to the 
industry will come from study 
of product life cycles and how 
leading and lesser brands use 
cents - off promotions. 

In his study of 208 product 
categories, Gross found that 
cents-off promotions were 
used twice as often with 
declining brands as with 
successful ones, and that 
smaller brands tend to use the 
tactic considerably more than 
leading brands.

Personal products 
manufacturers (bar soaps, 
dentifrices and shampoos) 
and the producers of smaller 
brands, who depend more 
heavily on cents-off 
promotions, believe they 
would be seriously hurt by its 
curtailment.

The voters bear an 
important message in this last 
millage defeat.

Yes, we have our minuses, 
our disappointments in the 
system and our lack of 
communication. But, we have 
our pluses. Let’s concentrate 
f)n our better half when we go 
lo Ihe polls again. Let us take 
pride in individual teachers 
dedicated to quality education 
and lo all the Johnnies and 
Janes. 

These teachers are not 
primarily concerned with 
salaries or the immediate 
environment of where they 
leach. Though they might 
wish it better these teachers 
are teachers’ teachers - 
professional in every sense.

We must include Helen 
Nass, Doreen Binder, Ella

There are many more who 
care for each child down the 
line. Of those I’ve mentioned I 
did not have their permission 
lo do so. I do not wish to 
embarrass them. The intent is 
lo emphasize clearly a point of 
quality. Another plus is a 
more concentrated effort to 
enlarge our library with more 
up to date materials. 

We must give credit to our 
Superintendent and to our 
school board who endeavor to 
coordinate our school system 
into a workable plan. Their 
initial steps are beginning to 
show. 

In the very near future we 
will see an expanded 
vocational program geared to 
the large percent of non 
college students. It will take 
more years and more money 
lo satisfy that percent, but we 
have the initial beginning of 
something vital and good. 

Il was a giant step when 
over 100 citizens served on 
various citizen committees 
allowing, if nothing else, 100 
better informed people. This 
step carried both advantages 
and disadvantages. 

Our present Superintendent 
Dale Kaulitz has done more to 
open wide the doors of our 
school system to this 
community than any man 
before him. He has met the 
changing of our times. Such 
steps as this brings more 
criticisms than constructive 
suggestions. Regardless of the 
price it has . been an 
immensely healthy step in 
sharing communications. 

None of us who attend a few 
school board meetings, serve 
on a citizen committee or a 
parent teacher organization, 
nor by walking through one of 
the schools can possibly 
comprehend the entire- 


‘What’s it going to cost us to join 
together, to face the facts, to live with 
our problems, to take positive action 
in henefitting our 
main interest: Kids?’ 


Schools is a seven million 
dollar business. We taxpayers 
are the stockholders and our 
children are the interest. It’s 
up lo the administrators and 
the stockholders to get 
together for the sake of the 
interest. The only avenue is 
communication. 

One possible means to 
establish wider 
communications might be to 
have a standing, rotating 
citizen committee acting as an 
advisory board to the 
administration and to the 
school board. This committee 
could encompass teachers, 
students, parents, senior 
citizens and administrators. 
Their meetings could be open 
assuring confidence to the 
public with all minutes of their 
sessions published. 

Such a group could be 
citizen elected on a term basis 
or less costly citizen appointed 
through the various citizen 
committees and parent 
teacher organizations. 

Some of things such a 
committee could do would be 
to examine our priorities 
within our standard of 
education; to initiate action on 
millage requests (how nice if 
citizens in close relationship 
with the school might appear 
before the school board 
initiating the appropriation of 
funds to enhance quality 
education. We in the 
community should recognize 
the need in our schools and 
back it to the hilt with the 
necessary funds. Those of us 
depending on the legislature to 
devise a system to finance 
schools realize that 


complex system and make when they post us for income 


snap token judgements. 

The biggest plus of all is the 
kids themselves. The majority 
of our 7,000 students are 
productive and well behaved 
people. They do care and they 
do want to learn. 
Unfortunately, the one 
percent trouble makers 
sometimes outweigh them in 
Ihe noise of their destruction. 

If we down here midst the 
rank and file of parents are to 
believe that destruction to 
school property is serious then 
let’s fit the punishment to the 
crime. If these youngsters do 
nolt wish to apply themselves 
ihen ask them to leave. It’s 
costing the taxpayer close to 
$1,000per year to keep them in 
school, rwonder how much of 
a cheering section these kids 
have while they are 
destroying. 

Cutting up is one thing, but 
destroying property is quite 
another and should not be 
tolerated. We are partly to 
blame. We never let Johnny do 
much for himself. Mom, Dad 
and society has done it for’ 
him. This generation of youth 
is more intelligent, capable 
and spirited than we were in 
our youth. We have got to rely 
on them and allow them more 
of an attentive ear and more 
responsibility. 

On something as vital as a 
millage request it should be a 
one sided affair with all of 
sharing the facts initiating the 
need. The Van Buren Public 


lax we have sacrificed very 
possibly our rights to govern 
our own schools. Another 
precious liberty thrown to the 
winds! Frustrating, isn’t it?) 

Oh , there is so much we 
Americans could do on such a 
committee. They could 
investigate our vocational 
program as it is now and take 
into consideration that the 
jobs of the future will call for 
the non college student. 

Let’s prepare these kids to 
seek within the labor market a 
decent standard of living with 
the best skills we can provide 
ihem.

companies tell them their 
cans and cannots. 

Such a committee would 
serve a far better purpose for 
Ihe total community than 
those groups of people who 
thumbs down everything 
before an election. We must 
challenge these people to offer 
constructive suggestions for 
our ills. We have much need 
for the loyal opposition, but 
there is a resi^nsibility in that 
when we criticize we must 
offer alternatives. 

It utterly amazes me that 
these people can feel 
victorious because of their 
efforts in defeating a millage 
request for one year. This 
community awaits your 
alternative suggestion as to 
what measures you would 
take to provide 7,000 children 
in this next year with an 
education. 

Some of us have titled our 
school as a babysitting 
factory. If so, let’s look at the 
price. Take your property tax 
bill and deduct your school 
lax. Then consider your 
children are in school 180 days 
of the year and from the time 
he leaves the house until he 
arrives home on an average 
day he is gone eight hours a 
day. 

Now multiply 180 days by 8 
hours equaling 1,440 hours per 
year your child is in school. 
Next divide total hours of 1,440 
into your school tax and you 
will find that it costs per child 
anywhere from twenty cents 
lo thirty-five cents an hour. 
Take what you spend per child 
per year and multiplying it 
with how many children you 
have you are still way ahead 
unless you have a better 
answer of educating your 
children at the same cost or 
less. 

In real fairness compare 
what you spend for your 
children’s education with 
what you spend to entertain 
yourselves in the course of a 
year and you find educating 
your children is still more 
than reasonable. 

If that “babysitting 
factory” gels into trouble 
from lack of operational funds 
we’ll find thos^ who never go 
lo the polls or those who vote 
no millage screaming the 
most. Where are we going to 
find anyone to take charge of 
our kids at this rate who 
endeavor to teach therh 
something? 

I exclude the businessmen 
who pay a large tax to our 
children’s education because 
Iheir lax base is not known. 


Thomas Jefferson, who 
inialed public education, 
never meant that it was to be 
the miracle aid to the child. 
Parents have always provided 
Ihe child with the nucleus of 
his education through their 
own code of morality, quality 
of family life (materialistic 
ihings excluded) and 
experiencing. As family 
oriented as we are it’s the best 
method yet. 

In the long run public 
education is a form of 
discipline acclimating the 
child into community life and 
a preparation for him to meet 
the challenges of his adult life. 

A child’s basic native 
intelligence and manners are 
developed by the time he is 
four years old. The parent is 
the main educator and only 
with the parent’s 
encouragement does the child 
truly succeed to the best of his 
capabilities. 

The educa^tor simply 
supplements the qualities the 
parents instills in his child. No 
teacher desires or should 
replace the parent role. We all 
must live with the results of 
the child’s productivity. The 
best favor a parent can do for 


his child is to follow along his 
curriculum and his 
progression, but never to push 
the child beyond his 
capabilities, nor to 
underestimate his 
capabilities. 

Yes, I have my personal 
gripes regarding our standard 
of education, however, I do not 
consider il fair to 
procrastinate upon them 
publicly. This community is 
over ridden now with gripe 
sharing. It’s an exhausting 
game and too many of us 
spend loo much time at it, 
myself included. 

Negative expressions and 
nil picking bring about only 
depression. We all appreciate 
and benefit more from that 
which is positive and from 
maintaining vision down the 
long road of life. No 
importance is intended to cite 
one’s personal opinion. The 
intent here is to excite 
community interest in a 
positive vein in our schools 
because all our children are 
that precious; those 7,000 kids 
in school are ours. 

What’s it going to cost us to 
join together, to face the facts, 
lo live with our problems, to 


lake positive action in 
benefiting our main interest 
Kids? 

Lei’s gel involved and 
help the situation, not hinder 
il. And, at the polls let’s not 
hamper the children because 
we are ticked off with tax 
increases. 

The only legitimate gripe 
about taxes is our senior 
citizens who should not have to 
beat that burden on their 
pension retirement. 

Being involved in a very 
necessary thing for us all. We 
all talked about whether we 
are involved or not. 

Considering there are close 
to 10,000 registered voters 
comprising our school 
community and a total of 2,439 
people voted in the last 
election if this letter reaches 
one out of the remaining 7,561 
voters to state his opinion then 
Ihe effort extended by the 
2,439 who voted is well worth 
il. 


And, for those 2,439 voters 
we have our wrongs but it’s 
worth il to support that which 
is decent and ever so right.

Commissioners delay raises

TO HIGHER INTEREST, PAID QUARTERLY 


Consideration of proposed 
pay raises for elected Wayne 
County officials has been 
delayed until October by the 
County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Board Chairman Robert E. 
FitzPatrick said the action 
killed a proposal that elected 
officials, their assistants and 
appointed members of board 
and commissions be given a 
blanket increase amounting to 
25*/^ percent. 

The commissioners acted 
while meeting as the Ways 
and Means Committee June 
24. They voted, 16-9 to delay 
consideration until they begin 
deliberations on next year’s 
budget in October. 

A number of commissioners 
spoke out strongly against the 
proposed blanket hike, but 
said they were willing to

consider some increases for 
officials on an office-by-office 
basis. Most officials have not 
had any raises since 1968. 

Some commissioners who 
voted against delaying 
consideration of increases 
declared they were doing so in 
order to have an immediate 
opportunity to defeat the 
proposed package. 

The proposed increases 
were recommended on a split 
vote by the Personnel 
Activities Subcommittee of 
Ways and Means. The 25V2 
percent figure was based on 
the fact that the salaries of 
some career county 
management personnel have 
increased by that amount 
since 1968. The figure was one 
of three alternative increases 
suggested to the 


subcommittee by the (bounty 
Civil Service Commission. 

In a report requested by the 
Board of Commissioners, the 
County Board of Auditors 
estimated that the increases 
would have cost $96,425 from 
the proposed effective date of 
July 1 to the end of this fiscal 
year, Nov. 30.. The full-year 
cost was estimated at $295,846. 

The proposed increase 
would have included the 26 
county commissioners 
However, under state law, no 
raise would be effective unt’l 
their new term of office starts 
on Jan. 1, 1973. 

In submitting the suggested 
increases, the Civil Service 
Commission proposed that the 
board establish a procedure 
for periodic review of 
officials’ compensation. 


The commission’s top 
administrator. Personnel 
Director Richard G. Behler, 
slated in a cover letter that he 
believed “misunderstanding 
and misinformation” was 
responsible for the “adverse 
publicity” which has resulted 
from proposals to raise 
officials’ pay in recent years. 

“I cannot believe that the 
news media, the public, or 
anyone else would object to 


reasonable salary^ 
adjustments that would*' 
maintain salary parity for! 
county officials in this* 
inflationary economy,” his? 
letter stated. 

“In the long run this (policy , 
of no raises) can only have anj 
adverse effect on county-^ 
government through thel 
general erosion in the quality; 
of persons seeking county; 
office.”
